Ths foregoing cable from 
Bogota 


shows that real cpnditions at Panama 
are not known at Bogota. It is false 
that provincial protests against the 
generation movement have been made.

Isthmus that all the important. men 
here and all classes, irrespective 
ot 


party fealings, are most enthusiastic- 
ally in support of the new. republic, 
and will do all in their .power to main- 
tain the stability of the. government. 


The report that General Reyes is 


cominr to the isthmus is discounted 
here. It is believed that his spectacu- 
lar movement in leaving Bogota with 
an army ostensibly to retake Panama 
is a part of a shrewd political game. 
General Heyes is the leading candidate 
for the presidency, and the Jsthmians 
lelieve he is playing to the people. 


There is not the slightest fear here 


of a Colombian invasion, and the cit- 
izens of tire new republic are laughing 
at the ridiculous stand of the" Bogota 
government.

When these reforms are accomplish 


ed the public school will be in a fair 
way to attain the highest pinnacle oi 
perfection, the greatest educational ant 
moral uselulness in the community, ac 
cording to Dr Bayard Holmes, who 
pointed out the evils in the public 
school system and prescribed remedies 
for them at a recent meeting of the 
educational department of the Chicago 
Woman's dub. 


Dr. Holmes- took a view of the moth- 


er's usefulness as a schoolteacher oppo- 
site to that held by a number of the 
school liustcesl who b:ne been so often 
on the -verge of closing the doors of the 
schoolhouses to married women, says 
the Chicago Tribune. 


After making a faimile between teach- 


ing and kissing, in that neither mean: 
anything unless there is a real relation 
existing between the parties to it. Dr. 
Holmes pleaded for 
the motherly 


school teacher. ( He declared that the 
day's'of usefulness "of' the spinster 
sclioolrna'am are over and that she 
should be employed only to teach girls 
intended to become schoolma'ams. 


"Boys and girls between the ages of 


twelve and twenty should be taught 
eparately," declared the speaker. "It 
is more important to segregate the chil- 
dren of the public schools than the 
men and women of the universities. 
The school boys and girls are leading 
different lives, and their thoughts are 


j different. 
I do not see much need in 


, segregating students who have reached 
the age of twenty. The boys should 
be taught by men if they are to grow 
up men. The girls should be taught 
by women—married women, mothers— 
if they rfre going to be wives and 
mothers. If a girl is going to be a 
schoolma'am let her be taught by a 
schoolma'am."
